mother country. We find them fully set 


rth in that famous instrument, to the 
eadmg of which we hava just listened, 
n unjast taxation, arbitrarily imposed by 
he British Crown at the point of the 
ayouet was a tyranny to which the liberty 
>ving people oC the colonies would never 
nbmit. Being reduced to the alternative 


: an abject submission to the King of 
ngland or of armed resistance to his 
nthority, they did that ocly which true 
men could do, submitted tho justice of 
heir cause to the God of Heaven and ap- 
ealed to arms in defence of liberty. 
This anniversary occasion carries us 
aok in ti ought over the years to the 4th 
f July, 1776, and to Independence Hall, 
hiladelphia, where wera assembled the 
epresentatives of tho Thirteen Colonies, 
onetituting as noble and angu»t a lagisla- 
ve body as the world ever saw. 
On the seventh of the preceding month 


iiehard Henry Lee, of Virginia, had in- 
roduced his famous resolution "that the 
'nitod Colonies ought to be free and inde- 
eadent States, and that their politico! 
onnection with Great Britain is and 
nght to be dissolved," a resolution that 
ed to the drafting of the Magna Chnrla of 
imerionn liberty, the Declaration of Inde- 
oucjence. For three daya this momeu- 
ous document was under discussion. On 
he morning of the fourth it was known 
hat a decision would be reached on that 
lay, arid the great event determined that 
would decide whether Great Britain would 
continue to rule our country or whether 
he sons of America would rule themselves. 
With breathless interest the result of the 
action ot^ these representatives of the 
people was awaited by the whole land from 
New Hampshire to South Carolina. At 
2 o'clock the doors of the old hall swung 
open and tha words "it is passed" flashed 
out and were caught np by ten thousand 
voices and proclaimed in every direction 
amid the roar of cannon and universal re- 
joicing. Those grand old rten of '76 
tittered their voices in the name of God 
and the thrones of tyrants trembled. 
In 


that hour the new nation was born. By 
that act they rnzod to the ground the 
bastile of kingly despotism on American 
soil and led forth hoerty from the im- 
prisonment of centuries to enthrone her in 
he hearts of a free people. The tones of 
be old liberty bell that pealed forth its 


strains on that glad day have 


can read or listen to a recital of the Buffer- 
ings and sacrifices of these noble men in 
behalf of our country and feel no thrill of 
patriotism fire hia heart for the land for 
which they fought and bled, must be dead 
to the appreciation of all that is noble and 
great and is unworthy of American citizen- 
ship. We stand to-day on American soil 
dyed by the blood of our forefathers, and 
stand in thought by the monuments reared 
to their memory; U it not fitting for ns as 
the sons of thsse noble sires, on this sa- 
cred occasion to pledge each other, »s 'hey 
once did, cur lives, our fortunes and oar 
tacred honor, that we will transmit to our 
posterity the glorious heritage of liberty 
which they have handed down to ns—the 
right of every man to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness; the right of every 
man dwelling under the stars and stripes 
to worship God according to the dictates 
of his own conscience. 


"We would be unworthy of the great trust 


committed to our keeping, as well as un- 
grateful, dii we not, when these anniversary 
occasions arrive, meet to do honor to the 
memory of the 
Revolutionary fathers. 


But greater eulogy upon tbeir heroism we 
can never pronounce than this. Three 
millions of people for seven years waged a 
successful warfare and at last vanquished 
a nation upon whose flag the sun never 
set and whose drum Ix-at was heard around 
the entire world. They provided a home 
for the oppressed of every land, a refuge 
where tyranny would be felt and feared no 
more. Silence has followed the boom of 
cannon, the martial music to which they 
listened has long since died away, and they 
have passed down into tee silence of tbo 
dust. Though dead they yet speak, their 
noble work lives on. 
A Government of 


the people, for the people and by the peo- 
ple is no longer an experiment. 
It has 


stood the crucial test of time and not been 
found wanting. Tho Ship of State, on 
which we BBI< was launched on a stormy 
main and has safely passed through places 
of extreme peril, during tho long, dark 
night from 1861 to 1865, when hope seemed 
lost, when tempests swept the sea and rag- 
ing waters threatened to engulf the bark 
of Liberty, grave fears were entertained for 
her safety, bat the morning at last dawned 
and the old ship sti!l floated on the tide, 
with the stars and stripes flying at tbe 
mast-head, we would be far from tearing 
open wounds which time bus healed, or 
bring up from tha dead past animosities 
which lit) buried In the grave of years, but 
would pause for a moment to do honor to 
the brave men who went forth at their 
country's call in the hour of its greatest 
peril, to save it from disaster. That war 
has taught the nation many valuable lee- 
sons and chief among the numbers is this: 
Tho American Union must never be dis- 
solved. It hfia also bad valuable lessons 
for the Governments of the world. It has 
aaown them how a free people can bu mag- 
nanimous toward a conquered, foe. 
Siuce 


tbo close of tbat war the nations have 
witnessed in our land one of the most 
sublime spectacles that earth hau ever be- 
held. More than two millions of men who 
were engaged in tbat great conflict fell 
back into tLe stream of civil life without a 
murmur or a strngglo, as heroic in their 
retirement as they had been in their march 
and battle, defeat or victory. But to crown 
at), 
the conquerers stepped across the 


abftsam that strife and bloodshed bad 
opened and reached forth the hand of fel- 
lowship to their erring brethren with the 
words "we forgive and forget," henceforth 
we shall be as one. And what do we wit- 


ss to-day? In all our country a free 


mighty Being who has blessed an<? pro- 
tected our nation tinea its birth, and 
brought it safely through tbe perils of the 
past. We have no gloomy apprehensions 
as to our country's future. We have faith 


the guidance of the God.of Nations. 


There are grave questions which may 
arise, no doubt, hereafter, that will require 
great wisdom and heroic fortitude to set- 
tle. We have faith in the American peo- 
ple; faith in their intelligence, in their 
inmate sense of justice and love of liberty, 
and we believe that a nation which 'solved 
such grave problems in government as 
this nation has in the past, and which so 
grandly overcame (he dangers that threat- 
ended its overthrow, can be safely trusted 
to settle any question tbat may arise in 
the years to come. Of this, however, we 
are fully convinced, that the sakty of this 
Eepublio and tbe permanency of its insti- 
tutions in all time depend upon the en- 
thronement of justice and truth in the 
hearts of its people, together with an 
abiding reverence for its lawn. And per- 
mit me to say here, the mau who is with- 
out respect, for the laws of our country is 
unworthy of participating in a Govern- 
ment of the people. 


Laud of our forefathers we stand to-day 


anxiously peering into the future to leurn 
thy destiny. We try to read in the apoc- 
alypse of the clouds'tby fortunes in tbe 
latter days. A great deal that we wish to 
know is veiled in obscurity, but this much 
we ste; tbe bow of hope spans thy heavens. 
A century hence two hundred millions of 
thy sons and -daughters will meet to cele- 
brate thy natal day, and the world will be- 
hold thee prosperous, happy, progressive 
—a nation whose God is tbe Lord. May 
peace be within thy walls and prosperity 
within tby borders. 


And tbon, Old Fiag, ensign of a free 


people, wave OB! In all the coming years 
may the luster of thy stars never grow dim, 
and while there lives on earth a man, the 
victim of tyranny and oppression, may he 
find beneath tby ample folds a refuge and 
a welcome.

The blood of patriot 
carts bad already dyed the sod at Lexing- 
on and Bunker Hill and consecrated our 
onntry'sioil forevermore to the cause of 
reedom. The rattle of British musketry 
nd boom of cannon had fired the hearts 
A American patriots and called them from 
he farm and work-shop to go forth and 
battle for liberty. 


History has handed down to us the 


names of a few of these brave men who 
risked their lives or sacrificed all for free- 
dom, 
but the rank and file are unknown. 


Tbe world has bad its heroes in every age, 
men whose memory is* revered because of 
their courage and daring. So long as 
history endures, the name of Leonidas 
and. his three hundred Spartan heroes will 
be inscribed on tbe roll of fame. But no 
age nor nation ever produced nobler, 
braver men than did the thirteen United 
Colonies during the War of the Revolution. 
And among the honored names held in 
sacred remembrance by a grateful people 
no other stands higher or occupies a 
^warmer plane in the affection of the nation 
than the name of George Washington. 
The man wno lives on American soil and 


and united people livit g together in the 
bond of love and friendship, under the 
grand old flag tbat led the armies of Wash- 
ington and his Lieutenants to victory. 
Should tbe hour ever come (forbid it 
heaven) when a foreign foe should attempt 
to land on our shores, we are sure that 
from the south as from the noitb would 
come forth multitudes of brave men ID our 
nation's defense. 


The prosperity of these United States 


during the one hundred and thirteen years 
of its existence has no parallel. IU popu- 
lation has grown from three million to sixty 
millions. Its territory, which embraced a 
little more than a strip of country lying 
along the Atlantic seaboard, now extends 
from Maine to Mexico and from ocean to 
ocean, with Alaska in addition, and we 
believe that long before tbe twentieth cen- 
tury closes the stars and stripes will float 
over all tbe territory between the Arctic 
ocean and the Isthmus of Panama. Its 
wealth is fabulous, iU resources inexhaus- 
tible.
